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As  a  Journalism  student,  Dilly  Dan 
will  spend  much  time  in  Fayerweather 
Hall.  For  his  benefit  we  have  listed 
the  things  he  must  learn  about  the 
school  so  he  can  learn  to  be  a  good 
■journalist  so  he  can  .make  his  grades  so 
he  can  stay  off  probation  so  he  can  con- 
tinue to  work  on  the  Dilly  Northwestern. 

1.  The  Medill  School  of  Journalism  is 
located  in  the  west  half  of  that  piece 
of  arsenic  and  old  masonry,  Foul- 
weather  Hall.  It  beats  a  tent,  but  not 
much. 

2.  As  a  rule  the  students  in  Medill  are 
harried  and  fretful,  this  being  caused 
by  worry  over  whether  the  building  will 
fall  in  before  the  end  of  the  current 
quarter. 

3.  The  J-school  is  run  by  Dean  Kenneth 
(Kindly  Ken)  Olson,  a  Republican  who 
has  never  been  accused  of  Communist 
leanings,  and  who  once  wrote  a  book 
on  kinds  of  type.  This  may  indicate  a 
tedious  mind  but  those  who  know  the 
Dean  say  this  is  not  so. 

4.  Dean  Olson  is  aided  in  his  adminis- 
tration by  Al,  the  janitor,  who  is  almost 
bald-headed  and  who  claims  he  has 
never  written  a  book  about  anything. 
He  may  be  just  covering  up  his  past. 

5.  Dean  Olson  is  also  assisted  by  a  regis- 


trar,  or  first  sergeant,  Miss  Elizabeth 
"Bad  News"  MacPherson.  She  mails 
out  grades. 

6.  The  school's  general  attitude  toward 
would-be  journalists  has  been  this:  "If 
you  are  no  good,  then  get  out  while  the 
getting's  good."  The  faculty  has  hinged 
its  entire  philosophy  of  teaching  on  this 
remark  and  has  generally  taken  a 
negative  view.  As  a  result,  Speech  is 
getting  more  crowded  all  the  time. 

7.  Added  to  this  woeful  attitude  is  the 
school's  insistence  upon  good  grades. 
Partly  due  to  the  large  number  of  high 
school  valedictorians  admitted  each 
year,  the  casualty  rate  has  always  been 
high.  The  problem  of  low  grades  be- 
came so  acute  two  years  ago  that 
Medill  threatened  to  wither  away.  Be- 
cause of  this  the  grading  system  was  re- 
shuffled downward:  Now  you  only  need 
three  A's  to  stay  off  probation. 

8.  There  are  not  many  girls  in  J-school, 
and  girls  generally  are  frowned  upon  as 
being  a  waste  of  time.  This  could  also 
be  argued.  At  any  rate  girls  are  frowned 
upon,  especially  little  girls  (i.e.,  Phyllis 
Jay,  4  ft.  10  inches  with  hat).  To  bal- 
ance this  situation  Dean  Olson  has  in- 
structed his  staff  to  sometimes  "frown 
on  the  boys."  This  is  done  by  such 
clever  devices  as  term  papers,  Friday 
afternoon    labs,    and    8:30    classes    on 


Saturday  morning.  Most  of  the  boys  in 
the  school  feel  they  have  been  worse 
than  frowned  upon. 

9.  The  boys  who  are  working  hard  to 
become  journalists  are  inclined  to  put 
their  Art  before  their  good-looks,  so  the 
entire  school  has  what  may  be  called  a 
casual  air  about  it.  There  seems  to  be 
some  question  as  to  why  this  is,  but 
probably  the  shortage  of  girls  has  some- 
thing to  do  with  it.  It  was  in  this  school, 
by  the  way,  that  the  first  Monday- 
Morning-White-Shirt-Club  was  founded, 
the  organization  being  one  to  further  the 
wearing  of  the  weekend  white  shirt  just 
one  more  day. 

10.  All  Medill  is  divided  into  four  parts, 
the  new-editorial  sequence,  the  mag- 
azine sequence,  the  advertising-business 
management  sequence,  and  the  radio 
sequence.  The  sequences  sometimes 
overlap,  with  the  same  course  being  re- 
quired in  as  many  as  three  different 
ones.  This  overlapping  ^ould  surely 
cause  confusion  were  it  not  all  care- 
fully explained  in  the  school  catalog,  a 
48-page  crossword  puzzle  with  pictures. 

11.  Of  all  the  courses  that  haunt  this 
school,  the  most  feared  are  Photog-. 
raphy  and  Typography,  often  called 
Sweatshop  I  and  Sweatshop  II.  In  both 
of  these  the  students  are  graded  on  a 
scale.  When  all  tlie  work  is.  in,  it  is  care- 


fully weighed  and  C's  are  handed  out. 
Life  is  sometimes  like  that. 

12. While  there  are  many,  many  courses 
in  J-School  it  is  misleading  to  say  so. 
Most  of  them  are  about  the  same  things 
anyway,  and  practically  all  of  them  are 
taught  by  "Texas  City"  Scher,  a  Sun- 
Times  man  turned  professor.  (It  was 
Scher  who  wrote  the  "real"  story  of 
the  Texas  City  disaster,  something 
he  carefully  admits  in  Introduction  to 
Journalism,  History  of  Journalism,  Re- 
porting I,  Reporting  II,  Copy-reading, 
Reporting  Public  Affairs,  and  Effective 
Cliche  Usage). 

13.  The  Bibles  of  Medill  are  the  Dic- 
tionary, a  thing  called  "The  Art  of 
Plain  Talk,"  and  anything  written  by  a 
professor  of  the  school.  The  Dictionary 
is  the  best,  but  "The  Art  of  Plain  Talk" 
does  do  something  for  those  who  stut- 
ter. 

14.  If  one  survives  the  above  without 
transferring  to  Speech  School  or  getting 
lobar  pneumonia  in  the  damp  clip  room 
in  the  basement,  there  is  a  graduate 
school  which  -offers  a  degree  in  News- 
stand Operation.  This  course  has  always 
been  particularly  useful  to  those  who 
decide  to  go  into  business  for  them- 
selves. The  field  is  currently  over- 
crowded.

The  girls  are  touched,  agree  to 
reform  and  build  a  fine  chapter  of  Alpha  Phi.

Initiation  service  impressive,  especially  the  part 
where  Minnie  and  the  girls  set  fire  to  the  travel- 
ing secretary  and  use  her  as  a  torch. 
June  7— Frances  Willard  takes  indefinite  leave  of 
absence  and  heads  for  Europe.

May — Mysterious  fire  sweeps  the  DG  section  of 
Willard  Hall. 

1884  May — First  group  of  Alpha  Phi's  graduate. 
Minnie  Frump  is  among  them  somehow. 
September — Minnie  Frump  writes,  "will  be 
married  soon  and  if  I  ever  have  a  girl  baby  I'll 
make  sure  she's  Alpha  Phi's  first  legacy."

1947  Nan  Robertson  elected  May  Queen,  Pat  Henline 
Summer  Session  Queen. 

1948  The  epitome  of  culture  hits  Alpha  Phi  house. 
Leila  Foster  chosen  co-chairman  of  the  Campus 
Conference  on  Religion.  Up  in  heaven,  Fran 
Willard  turns  cartwheels. 

1950  Something  gone  wrong.  Phi's  have  dozens  of 
pretty  girls,  but  never  any  queens.  In  their  reach 
for  culture  they  have  forgotten  campus  politics.

The  following  is  a  story  handed  in 
by  Dilly  Dan  after  he  had  played 
sports  editor  for  an  evening.

At  2:03  of  the  3rd  period  one  of  the 
Illinois  players  was  hit  so  hard  by 
"Burlap"  Stews  that  he  lost  his  sense 
of  direction,  dribbled  down  the  floor, 
made  a  beautiful  lay-up  shot  and  NU 
had  two  points.  Coach  Shortborg  was 
so  surprised  he  fainted. 

The  "Fatcats"  got  their  hands  on 
the  ball  once  during  the  third  period 
when  Jake  Wardly  stole  the  ball 
from  the  referee  and  shooting  from 
the  midcourt  made  a  perfect  basket 
with  the  ball  bouncing  only  once. 
That  accounted  for  two  of  NU's 
points.  (It  is  reported  that  Wardly 
might  be  out  for  basketball  again 
next  year.) 

In  that  3rd  quarter  NU  made  54

tries  from  the  floor,  three  of  which 
even  hit  the  rim. 

In  that  quarter  an  amusing  thing 
happened  which  was  the  only  thing 
the  NU  rooters  had  to  laugh  about  all 
evening.  About  the  middle  of  the 
quarter,  Dike  Eddleman,  Illinois  sub, 
made  a  high  shot.  It  hit  the  ceiling 
and  came  straight  down  hitting  Ray 
Clothelis  on  top  of  the  head.  His 
point  punctured  the  ball  which  made 
it  flat  like  the  rest  of  the  game. 

In  the  fourth  quarter  things  started 
to  pop  for  NU,  and  I  know  we  at  the 
press  table  enjoyed  the  popcorn  as 
much  as  the  players  did. 

This  quarter  was  like  all  the  rest 
of  them,  however.  Illinois  tried  thirty 
field  goals  and  made  thirty.  NU  tried 
three  and  missed  same. 

One  of  the  sterling  features  about 
this  quarter,  besides  the  silver  identi- 
fication bracelets  the  players  wore 
so  they  could  tell  one  another  apart, 
was  the  beautiful  block  by  Chuck 
Pluckillo.  However,  the  ref  claimed 
it  was  made  in  back  of  the  knees,  so 
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NU  was  penalized  15  yards  for  clip- 
ping, making  superb  play  for  naught. 

Besides  another  5  yards  for  off- 
sides, this  was  the  only  NU  penalty 
of  the  game.  However,  the  Illinois 
team  played  as  dirty  as  a  pig  in  the 
mud.
